MR. BOSSHARDT’S RELEASE 


‘The release of Mr. R. A. Bosshardt 
by Communists in Yunnan and his 
safe arrival in the provincial capital 
in ag good a condition of health as 
can be expected after his long and 
‘arduous captivity will come as a 
great relief to his family and his 
colleagues in the China Inland Mis 
lon, His release was"a surprise to 
everyone, since only last week the 
headquarters of the mission had 
received a tolegram that negotiations 
with the Communists had broken 
down and that the negotiators were 
returning to their own homes. With 
hope thus temporarily abandoned, it 
seemed ttle short - of miraculous 
when Mr, Bosshardt arrived in Yun. 
‘hanfu, having been set free uncondi- 
tionally by the men who had held him 
since October 2, 1034, It will be 
recalled that, Mr. Bosshardt and Mr. 
‘A. Hayman, ‘their families, and Miss 
G. Embien ‘were surprised by Reds 
under Hsiao Keh in their station at 
Kluchow in Kweichow province on 
that day. Mr. Bosshardt and Mr. 
Hayman and Miss Emblen were car- 
tied off by the Reds, though Miss 
Emblen was released the next day. 
Under forced marches the two mis- 
sionaries accompanied the Communists 
finto north-western Hunan, where 
Hsigo Keh joined forces ‘with Ho 
Lung, and remained stationary until 





this winter, Owing to his falling 
health, Mr. Hayman was released by 
‘the Communists on November 18 last 
year, His account of the captivity 
6t'the ‘two mes war given Inthe 





“North-China Daily News” on 
December 29, Subsequently the 
Communists moved southward and 
Dbrlet despatches told of almost in- 
credible hardships suffered by the 
foreign captive. He must have ac- 
companied the Reds during their 
campaign and subsequent fight | in 
Kwelehow, over the Yunnan border, 
where they again encountered strong 
Government troops. Until detaile of 
Mr, Bosshardt’s experiences have been 
received, it Is possible only to con- 
Jeeture what he must have gone 
Uhrough in inhospitable country in’ 
bitter cold, forced to keep up with 
hhis much younger eaptors in marches; 
that made rings round the Govern 
iment pursuers. ‘That, however, is an 
‘aspect ‘of the adventure that his 
friends will not willingly dwell upon 
Just now, when the news of his release 
is causing general rejoicing. 


ON TIGERS 

Storles about tigers roaming the 
mainland at Hongkong and even 
swimming across the harbour to the 
Island have been common enough 
during the British occupation of the 
Colony. ‘They have been believed. 
or accepted with considerable scepti-| 
‘elsm every time the stories have again 
become news. But some twenty or 
so years ago a tiger was actually 
kkilled in the New Territory, and the’ 
recent experience of the naval officers, 
Feporied in another column, should 
‘be sufficient proof that tales of tigers 
[visiting that area are by no means as 
ridiculous as some people would ap- 
pear to believe. On every occasion 
Some enthusiastic sportsmen would go. 
‘out in search for the animals, but 
‘their lack of success invariably served 
to throw discredit on the reports. 
One story is told of a party, which, 














quite a few years ago, went 
out in search of a tiger, ac- 
companied by a goat and al 


‘quantity of whisky. ‘They are said to| 
‘have tied the goat to the foot of the 
‘ree at night and to have climbed into 
It with the liquid refreshment. For 
|some reason oF other, which may or 
‘may not be apparent, the whole party 
‘were soon lost in slumber, and, when 
the rising sun awakened 'them, they 
found that the goat had disappeared, 
‘and that they had spent a bootless 
night, It was remarked by some who 
heard of the story, and also by those 
‘who read of it in the papers, that the 
sportsmen would probably have been 
‘more successful if they had tethered 
the whisky at the foot of the tree and 
taken the goat up with them. 


THE CUTTY SARK 
‘There is no fate more uncertain 
‘than that of a tired and unemployable 
pensioner. Certainly no veteran 
‘alternated between such extremes of 
‘hopo and despair as the Cutty Sark, 
the famous China clipper, launched in 
glory, navigated in triumph, lost in 
oblivion and rescued by a friendly 








soul who formerly sailed in her. 


Reports have been revived regarding 
the disposal of this vessel since the 
dexth of her owner, Captain Wilfred 
H. Dowman, who bought her from 
the Portuguese in 1922 when he re- 
cognized beneath the dirt, grime and 
tthe eruel malformations wrought by 
fan unsympathetic owner the stately 
beauly and dignity of the clipper in 
whieh he had served and which was 
fone of the most magnificent sailing 
Vessels ever built. Captain Dowman 
ied recently on a trip in which he 
sought to recover his health and im- 
mediately the fate of the Cutty Sark 
became a question among seafaring 
men who knew and loved the vessel 
‘and others who knew her only by 
repute. Since she was secured from 
her Portuguese owners the Cutty Sark 
has been anchored in Falmouth Har- 
‘bour but since then Mrs. Dowman has 
moved {o Weymouth, but it is pleas- 
ing to know that Mrs. Dowman has 
given the assurance that the elipper 
Will not be broken up although the 
vessel's future has not been decided. 
Tt is 65 years ago since the Cutty 
Sark sailed down the Clyde on her 
way {0 the sea just as a larger but 
none the less magnificent sister sailed 
down three weeks ago bearing in her 
‘charge the ‘high hopes of British 
mercantile pre-eminence, but few 
vessels have become enshrined in the 
imagination so firmly as the Cutty 
Sark known from Shanghai to the 
London River and from Sydney to the 
East India Docks and still holds her 
head proudly.

ALL'S WELL 


Considerable relief will be felt over 
the fact that the P. & O. ss. Ranpura 
has been refloated after going 
‘aground at Gibraltar, for anything 
that was lkely to" endanger the 
wonderful collection of Chinese art 
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‘which created such a furore when 
exhibited in London, would naturally 
‘arouse the gravest anxiety. That 
‘would e so, not only because of the 
value of the exhibits themselves, but 
Because of the lkelihood that had 
‘water reached some of the specimens 
they might have been irretrievably 
ruined. ‘The accident. was not one 
that could have been foreseen. The 
vessel was anchored outside the har~ 
our when a violent storm forced it 
to drag anchor and become stranded 
in shallow water. Initial attempts to 
free the ship failed, because of the 
small difference In the depth of the 
‘water at low and high tides, and it 
was not until she had been eon- 
siderably lightened that the naval 
tugs were able to pull her off into 
deeper water. ‘The ship is in good 
tim. to continue her voyage 
which, it may be assumed, will 
‘successfully and smoothly 
completed without further untoward 
Incidents, It is to be hoped that 
thls contretemps will have no effect 
upon the decision of the Chinese 
government Jn the event of receipt 
‘of invitations in the future to send 
‘specimens of Chinese art for exhi- 
bition In other countries, for normal- 
ly the risk of shipping ‘such articles 
is not great, In this connection it 

s to be remembered that art circles 
in the United States desired that the 
collection should be exhibited in the 
United States, a wish which was not 
acceded to because it was felt that 
It should ‘be returned to its country 
ot origin, But it is to be hoped 
that at some future date it may 
‘be possible to send it to the United 
States, for there can be litle doubt 
after the experiences in England that 
this aggregation of the ‘work of 
Chinese artists is one of the best 
ways of securing a really cultural 
understanding of at Jeast one aspect 
‘of Chinese life.

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PRESIDENT’S POWERS TO BE DEFINED 


Discussion of China’s New Constitution: Proposed 
Revision of Certain Articles 


Nanking, Apr. 20. 

Focal points in the controversial 
aiscussions on the Draft Constitution 
fare now belng contred on the ad- 
ministrative powers of the President, 
according to information from 
official elreles. Three different 
theories have been advanced, namely: 

(1) ‘The powers of the President 
should not be specified in the Con- 
stitution; 

(2) The clause “The President shall 
hold the central power of the Gov- 
emment” should be inserted; 

(3) ‘The section in relation to the 
President should be retained, 

‘Decisions on these issues are ex- 
pected to be reached at the weekly 
meeting of the Standing Committee 
fof the Central Executive Committee 
‘Scheduled for Thursday April 23. 

‘The meeting of. the sub-commitice 
of the CEC, for the Examination of 
the Dra¢t Constitution which was to 
have met this morning to make a 
final study of the Draft was post 
poned on account of the absence of 
Dr. Wang Chung-hul, until recently 
Sidge on the Permanent Court, of 
International “Justice, and Mr. Tai 
Chi-tao, president of ihe Examination 
‘Yuan. 

‘Meanwhile certain revisions in the 
Dratt have been informally arrived 
fat by members of the Sub-committee 
In question, it is learned. 


Rroposed Revisions 

According to these revisions, sov- 
eral so-called transitional Articles 
Will be incorporated in the Annex: 
of the Constitution in accordance 
‘with the general view expressed in the 
recent discussions held in Shanghal 
between high government leaders 
‘and Dr, Wang Chung-hul. 

The cardinal points of these re- 
visions are . 

(1) Convocation of the National 
‘People’s Congress shall be considered 
‘the First National Assembly, 

(2) District magistrates shail tem~ 
porarily be appointed by the National 
Government, and only after the 
aystem of local. self-government is 
completed that the magistrates will 
be ‘elected by popular suffrage. 

(a) A number of the members of 
the ‘Legislative and Control Yuan 
shall be provisionally elected by the 
People while the rest shall be ap- 
pointed by the National Government. 
When the time is ripe for popular 
suffrage, all the Yuan members shalt 
be elected by the people. 

“rime for the enforcement of the 
Constitution, it is learned, shall not 
de stipulated in the Constitution as 
fs in the present Draft, ‘The clause 
"this Constitution shail come into 
force on the day of promulgation,” is 
to be left out and another clause 
Inserted to state that the enforce- 
‘men. of the Constitution shall be 
decided by the National People's 
Congress-—Contral News. 


German Framework as Model 
Nanking, Apr. 14. 

Mr, Liang Man-tsa0, ° Secretary 
General of the Yuan, who returned 
here yesterday from ‘Shanghai, con- 
firmed the nature of the discussions, 
but gald that no concrete conclusions 
had been arrived at. Information 
gathered from various official sources, 
however, reveals that opinions re- 
cently have advanced from some. 
‘quarters on the necessity of inserting. 
certain. supplementary clauses in the 
draft Constitution. “These clauses are 
to apply to certain Articles in the 
Constitution which, from the stand 
point of realities, would be difmeult 
in, enforcement. 

‘The dratt, for example, stipulates 
that’ the members of the Legislative 
‘Yuan are to be elected by the people, 
ut, before the period is ripe for the 
intelligent exercise by the people of 
the four powers of suffrage, recall, 
initiative, and referendum, it is 
pointed cut, this spoelfic clause easlly 
may. breed” corruption. Dictated by 
the estential combination of idealism 
‘and realities, it is believed that certain 
‘Articles should be supplemented by 
felauses 0 define measures that may. 
be. appled during the transitional 
period. 

“The Constitution of the German 
Republic has been cited as a precedent 
worthy of consideration by Chines 
legislators. During the deliberations 
a majority of the Logislative Yuan 
‘members brought up this question for 
discussion. Now that opinion seems 
fo be unanimous in various quarters 
regarding this topic, changes in the 
Graft {o ensure the’ practicability of 
enforcement are believed to be a 
lketthood. 

‘The draft Constitution Is to be 
published in May, for open discussion

CHINA AS THE SUBJECT! 
OF CONFERENCE 


‘Japanese Army to Review 
Its Policy 


Tokyo, Apr. 19, 
‘The Army's China policy will be 
reviewed at a conference to be exiled 
in June or July, after Major-Gen. 
Selichl Kits, the newly-appointed 
Military Attaché to the Embassy in 
China, completes his study of condl- 
tions. Tho conference will be at- 
tended by Japanese military officers 
stationed throughout China and re- 
resentatives ‘af the central Army 
Suthonitog, and it will be held Jn 
‘Tsingtao, Shanghai, or Dairen. 

‘High Army officials here emphasiz0| 
that, although numerous statements 
voicing friendly feelings towards 
Japan have been issued in Nanking,

As the Government of China 
surveys the troubled scene wherein 
it, manfully endeavours to preserve 
its ‘equilibrium and territorial in 
togrity, it will be forgiven if it 
indulges occasionally in some degree 
of self-pity. General Chiang Kal- 
shek as the political head of the 
Government is not wont to mince 
his words. He recently gave biting 
tongue to criticism of the turn given 
fo the New Life Movement by 
over-zealous propagandists, He 
showeit a precise sense’ of the 
country’s chief need: an official 
hierarchy which would start by re- 
forming itself before it proceeded 
to discipline others. Measures pro- 
posed by him may bring to pass 
that desirable consummation. Mean~ 
‘while the Government plods on. Its) 
currency scheme has helped to 
signify its responsibility for the 
ultimate voice of China, although 
that voice seems frequently to 
emanate from loud-speakers placed 
far apart, ‘The policy of tolerance 


is, still nailed ta the mast-head at his 


Nanking and, if it is not devoid of 
dofects, it has at least preserved a 
respectable appearance of unity 
‘where that quality would be difficult 
to recognize. Sometimes apprecia- 
lon of actualities helps to con~ 
golidate policies which otherwise 
might waste thelr sweetness on the 
desert air of illusion. ‘The Govern~ 
‘ment has reason to temper its zelf~ 
pity with congratulation on the 
principle that every day added to 
ts period of control is a day gained. 
And if beneficent schemes for 
‘economic reconstruction are dwarfed 
by the magnitude of the ground to 
be covered, that is a condition 
‘which time’ may change, so long| 
as complete catastrophe holds rloot. 
In other words progrecs is being 
recorded, but a salutary stock-lak- 
ing may not come amiss; indeed it 
may actually help to provide the 
background from which admirable 
achievements may stand out in| 
sharp relief. 

In the North relations between 
the Council of Hopel and Charhar 
and the Government at Nanking 
display a robust cordiality in 
elrcumstances of some difficulty. 
‘The existence of that curious 
anomaly an “autonomous” rub- 
province of Eastern Hopei under 
special auspices and even more 
special pratection might be em- 
barassing if Ts wore firmly cross~ 
ed and Is strictly dotted.

So glancing .at Shensi with its 
susceptibility to Red influence and 
fat Shansi where the pure milk of 
the Red word is resisted with some 
vigour, the intelligent _ stranger’ 
salutes the quietude of Shantung, 
despite the ravages of the floods 
which it ‘dolefully shares with 
Northern Kiangsu.

parative order in the south. ‘Thus 
the Yangtze is reached where Nan~ 
king broods cheerfully over the

A TRILOGY 
Aprit 18. 

Mr. R. Calder-Marshall, Mr. Louls 
Beale and Mr. H. G. W. Woodhead, 
Jsereetly encouraged by the pres- 
fence and compliments of Sir John 
Brenan, produced on Thursday a 
trilogy in review of British trading 
relations with China during 1935. 
Mr, Calder-Marshall, Chairman of 
the British Chamber of Commerce, 
supplied a masterly appreciation of 
the situation as a whole. Mr. Beale, 
as H. M. Commercial Counsellor, 
gave chapter and verse for con- 
‘Adence in the resilience of British 
trade, Mr. Woodhead, Chairman of 
‘the China Association, treating the 
[functions of his organization as 
those of a watch-dog against in- 
{trusive discrimination, drew foreible| 
attention to some of the diMculties 
‘with which tho British merchant 
has occasionally to contend. As 
a result, valuable information and 
lexpressions of authoritative opinion 
were made available to those who 
have or intend to have business 
dealings with this country. Mr. 
Calder-Marshall, to use another 
metaphor, supplied the main dish, 
fo which his two colleagues added 
thelr respective seasonings of salt 
and pepper. Mr. Beale, boldly ex- 
pressing a yearning for more British 
patronage of Chinese exports, the 
best means of improving’ the 
purchasing power of this country, 
and, therefore, in the long run, 
beneiitting the import trade, was 
specially effective in sounding a 
cautionary note on the “longish 
credit” terms which had evidently 
caught Mr. Calder-Marsholl's eye in 
sharp contrast to the “eash-on-the- 
nail” policy of some British firms. 
‘Those terms, Mr. Beale regarded as

It may be salutary to apply that test 
in examination of some projects 
which just now are being com- 
mended to notice here thougl:, as 
‘Mr, Beale remarked, it is greatly| 
to China's credit that, in_recent| 
years, very few, if any, defoults| 
have’ occurred in industrial con- 
tracts and contracts for public 
utility. Mr. Calder-Marshall _was| 
fon sound ground in urging upon 
British manufacturers at Home the| 
need for less rigidity in meeting 
competition in China. 

The Northern situation has, 
developed to the serious dislocation 
of economic conditions in China. 
Outstanding difficulties arise from 
the unprecedented increase in 
the sc.uggling evil. This is not due 
entirely to the high tariff rates but 
to the hamstringing of the Chinese 
Customs preventive work as the 
result of the unpublished terms of 
the Tangku Truce. Quaintly out 
of tune with the comfortable theory 
‘that Japanese influence is a 
guarantee of law and order in a 
disorganized North China, certain 
Japanese critics have cynically 
‘argued that this orgy of smuggling 
‘connotes the application of sanctions | 
to China, because of the failure to 
recognize Manchoukuo, Mr. Calder- 
Marshall trenchantly rebuked that 
‘mental perversity by pointing out 
that respectable Japanese firms in| 
the North, like their British and| 
other foreign confréres, were 
suffering heavy losses because of 
the unhindered activities of the 
‘smugglers. A brief reference was 
made to the establishment of the| 

This 
organization has been in existence 
for a very short time and it is too| 
early yet to say whether it will 
attain its objective: ‘the improve- 
‘ment of trade between the two 
countries. It is to be.hoped that 
it will take appropriate note of Mr. 
Calder-Marshall's exposition of the 
difficulties arising from premature- 
ly-devised legislation which—as Mr. 
Woodhead explicity showed in his, 
reinforcement of that point—tends| 
to discourage rather than stimulate 
foreign trading activities in China. 
‘The Counell, working on the basi 
of friendly co-operation, might be 
able to do much in mitigation of| 
controversial asperities which must 
arise when charges of unfair treat 
ment are being formulated. 

In this matter it is important to 
take into account the difficulties 
with which the Government is 
confronted, No-one doubts _ the 
sincerity of General Chiang Kal- 
shek or Dr. H. H. Kung, whon he 
propounds the view that China 
welcomes—indeed —socks—foreign 
capital in co-operation with the 
‘work of economic reconstruction. 
So the incompatibility of certain 
‘enactments and, it may be, depart~ 
mental orders with that ‘declared 
policy should be attrfbuted in the 
main to the natural consequences 
of’ the situation in which a 
revolutionary government, asailed 
as China's government is by con- 
slant pressure from outside, has to 
work out its and the country's 
salvation. Mr. Woodhead’s logical 
statoment of the canons of national 
credit should be read with Mr. 
Calder-Marshall's sympathetic rec- 
cognition of the efforts made to 
improve the economic _ conditions 
of the people. Indeed, Mr. Calder- 
Marshall's report was actually able 
to record more solid achievements 
than any of its immediate pre- 
decessors. The work of the National 
Economic Council, the satisfactory 
progress of the now Currency 
scheme and the definite develop- 
ment of certain industries received 
due appreciation. Amid much that 
is depressing and in spite of errors 
of omission and commission, from 
which no government in the ‘world 
to-day is immune, a summing up of| 
the British trilogy justifies the 
preservation of a robust hopefulness 
and the indulgence of a restrained 
optimism.

On 
the strength of this agreement) 
agencies and sub-agencies were 
opened in ‘various parts of the 
country, in extension of the activi- 
ties already established in Conces- 
sions and ‘Treaty Ports by the 
Societies branch offices. In May 
1934 a cloud arose: a violent atiack 
‘was launched against the society in 
the Chinese press, just at the time 
when a Financial Conference was 
being held at Nanking under the 
auspices of Whe present Finance 
Minister. A month later, the draft 
of the Government's new barking} 
Taw was amended to Include two 
articles which in effect prohibited 
the class of business—“savings with 
drawing” — undertaken by the 
Society. By virtue of extrater- 
filoriality the Society was not 
legally affected by this prohibition 
which, nevertheless, was clearly_ 
aimed’ against its operations, ap- 
proved though they had been by: 
the document already cited, The: 
Jaw was passed in July 1935; at 
the end of the same year, atter 
having made an. attempt—im- 
practicable under the French law. 
‘whieh governed the Society's opera- 
Yons—to insist on. the Society's 
deposit of a large part of its 
‘mathematical reserve” with the 
Central Bank of China, the Govern- 
ment denounced the 1929 agreement! 
—on the basis of what the Society 
claims was a distorled interpreta~ 
tion of the text—and declared its 
Intention to liquidate the Society, 

In spite of diplomatic protests, 
this was followed, in. February 
1935, by a demand for the delivery 
of the Society's assets to the 
Ministry, “The demand was wlira 
vires and consequently ignored, 
but in June 1935 as the result of 
1 press campaign the inspiration of 
which may be surmised, a panic 
spread among the Society's bond- 
holders. It was reinforced by a 
new law which prescribed stringent 
penalties for dealing with premium 
bonds and lottery’ tickets’ without| 
government — permission. ‘The 
Society, having’ withstood the run 
fon iis funds with remarnable 
Success and courage, was then at~ 
tacked through its Chinese agents 
and, thus faced by the compulsory 
losing of its agencies and tub- 
agencies, had to confine its business 
to branches managed by foreigners. 
In the meantime, under the Contral 
Bank of China, the newly- 
established Central Trust of China 
started to organize a business on 
the same lines as the International 
Savings Society and actually in- 
vited the Society to pool its bonds. 
with those of the Trust. Negotia- 
tions were started in spite of the 
treatment which the Society had. 
received, but in November 1935—a_ 
‘week after the announcement of the 
Currency Reform scheme for which 
the Finance Minister had specially 
invited foreign coyoperation-—the 
Finonce Ministry " forbade all 
(Chinese newspapers to accept the 
Society's advertisements, It sould 
be added that the Socicty had been 
‘amorg the earliest foreign inves 
in Chinese Government Domestic 
Bonds, at one time having ‘bout 
$15,000,000 invested in those 
securities, and it had shared in the 
Underwriting of the first issue of 
bonds of the City Government of 
Shanghai, Tis active co-operation 
in the financial policy of the Gov- 
ernment is therefore clear. 

‘This bald recital, on the basis of 
tho statement made by Mr, M. 
Spelman, the chairman of” the 
Society, speaks for ilsclt. Tt raises 
serious ‘issues to which the Govern- 
ment would be well advised to sive 
close attention. In many counties 
Governments have, for reasons con 
sidered by them to be good, 
developed a policy of national con~

SETTLEMENT CONCLAVE 
Aprit 16. 
‘There are obvious limitations on 
the annual speech which the Chair= 
man of the outgoing Counc 
delivers to the assembled Rat 
Payers of the International Settle 
ment. ‘Tradition demands that it 
should be, in effect, the swan song 
of the Council as a whole, It is 
easy to imagine that Ratepayers at 
yesterday's meeting would like to 
have obtained from Mr. H. E, 
Amhold some enlightenment on the 
retiring Couneil’s view of ccrtain 
controversial issues which have 
‘come prominently to the fore of 
late. In the absence of any def- 
inite resolution it was improbable 
that such information would be 
provided, if only because it is rather 
to the incoming Council that those 
issues will be of practical im- 
portance. Moreover it would be 
aiMeult for the Chairman to do 
justice to the views of all his col- 
leagues if he attempted to go 
beyond the plain unvarnished tale 
based on official researches. Op- 
portunity was given to touch on 
two topics of greatly divergent 
significance, ‘The Rickshaw prob- 
Jem was dealt with in the reviow 
of the year’s events; it culled for 
no discussion otherwise, .as no 
resolution for that purpose had 
been tabled. The amendments 
moved concerned the Municipal 
|Orchestra—which has received from 
the Ratepayers a new lease of Jife, 
to their credit in this time of a 
pression—and the Housing prob‘em.

’ THE ABYSS 
Aprit 21. 

Mr, Stanley Baldwin's speech at 
Worcester on Saturday may pri 
marily be taken to convey to Herr 
Hitler a courteous invitation for 
some assistance in reconciling Ger- 
‘man policy with Great Britain's 
desive to preserve the channels of 
peaceful discussion in solution of 
Europe's political problems. Mr. 
Baldwin was also concerned to 
reply to domestic criticism of the| 
speech which Mr, Anthony Eden 
made in the Houso of Commons| 
last month, Herr Hitler's recent! 
move has brought out clearly the| 
main issue which is exercising the| 
minds of Brilish observers. Unless 
Germany can be included in the! 
measures taken to preserve the 
security of European peace, Great 
Britain is bound to seek other 
means for attaining that security| 
which is as vital to her as it is to 
‘any country on the Continent. Herr 
Hitler's words have specifically en- 
couraged ‘tho view that German 
cooperation may be obtained. ‘The 
‘question is whether the necessary 
action in support thereof is as 
readily definable and, indeed, 
available. The general sense of 
British opinion since the _re~ 
militarization of the Rhineland 
took place has beon definitely ad- 





verse Yo any wild oxaggera~ 
tion of the significance of that 
event, A similar dimdenee— 


albeit naturally expressed in less 
detached tones—has been evident 
in France and Belgium. Nor 
should it be forgotten that, even if 
Germany's view of the 'Franco~ 
Soviet Treaty be accepted, it does 
not cover Belgium’s positior as 
altered by the move into the 
formerly demilitarized zone. Mr. 
Baldwin and Mr. Eden have made 
it clear that Great Britain is not 
prepared to strain the collective 
system unduly. They virtually ad- 
mit that experfence has given them 
reason to make that qualification. 
In other words Great Britain would 
support the Covenant up to the hilt 
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only s0 far as she was convinced 
that such support would be forth- 
‘coming from the rest of the asso- 
‘elated members. 

Tn regard to the Treaty of 
Locarno, Mr. Eden was more 
precise and in interpretation of Mr. 
‘Baldwin's speech it may be well to 
recall what he said: 

But It may be that those who urge 
that we should disentangle our- 
selves from Europe have something 
in mind rather different, or very 
diferent trom what 1 have just| 
described. ‘They may be thinki 

‘of another situation when, owing’ 

{o obligations elsewhere, our neigh- 

ours “may become involved in 

conflict and may call for help in 

18 quarrel that is not ours. ‘That 1 

bolieve to be a general approher 

sion, ‘The people of this country 
fare determined that that shall not 
hhappen—and that is the view of 
the Government. “We agree with it 
entirely. Our obligations are world 
wide obligations, are the obligations 
of the Covenant, We stand firm| 

Jn support of them, but we do not! 

add nor will we ‘add one jot ta 

those obligations except in the area 
already covered by the Locarno! 

Treaty. Let us make our position 

‘on that absolutely clear. We ac- 

‘no obligations beyond those 
shared by the League, except the 
obligations which devolve on us 
from Locarno, 
This attempt to define British 
detachment from European polities 
has its obvious weakness. Indeed 
it seems in some degree to conflict 
with Mr. Eden’s own precise and 
historically correct assertion that 
Great Britain has never been able 
to dissociate her self from 

‘events in the: Low countries, nelther 

in the time of Queen Etizabeth, 

nor in the time of Marlborough— 
or in the time of Napoleon; still 

Jess at the present day, when the’ 

modern developments. ‘of sclence’ 

have brought striking foree so much 

nearer to our shores, 
If that thesis be granted, it is ex- 
cecdingly diMeult to argue that ai 
event in any part of Europe can 
develop its consequences without 
bringing British policy within its 
orbit. In thig matter French realism, 
Inconvenient as it may be at times, 
appears to take truer account of 
the position. ‘The fear that “we 
may be drawn into a quarrel whi 
{s not ours” is naturally entertained. 
Yet the proper method of meeting. 
it is not to imitate the habits of the 
‘ostrich but boldly to tackle the in- 
ternational problem which gives it 
substance. 

Great Britain's central aim to 
remain unfettered elther by Ger- 
many or by France or any other 
power can be achieved first, as Mr. 
Baldwin has urged, by rearming her 
national defences, ‘and secondly by 
perservering in the repair of the 
shatlered system of collective 
security, Peace-construetion cannot 
be safely pursued by assiduous 
undermining of the fabric of na- 
tional defence. Unthinking advocacy 
of a policy of “disentanglement” 
from European affairs panders to 
an illusory faith in the perman- 
ence of the status quo. During the 
last few years when British efforts 
in support of the League have been 
so energetically pressed without 






































regard to the importance of main- 
taining national defences, states 
men have seen the development of 











movements the outcome of which 
‘was clearly to be found in terms of 
conflict. The example is now strik- 
ingly manifesting itself on the 
shores of East Africa and, without 
‘any positive action o the part of 
Great Britain, it has automatically 
demanded a heavy additional ex- 
penditure on the maintenance of 
naval and military forces in the 
[Eastern Mediterranean and Egypt. 
Mr, Baldwin cannot deal frankly 
‘with the nation unless he presses 
that conclusion on its cognizance. 
Nor is it enough to argue that the 
League has brought about that 
commitment. Had the League not 
‘been in existence, the operations 
‘now sweeping the wretched Ethiop- 
fans out of thelr own country, 
would undoubtedly have raised 
such vital questions of security in 
the adjacent British possessions that 
vigilance would have demanded 
‘dispositions not far from the pres~ 
jent scale. Even Herr Hitler's action 
last month has had its influence on 
defence policy. It will perhaps be 
objected that this implies an aban- 
donment of all hope of avoiding 
the ultimate conflagration which 
‘Mr. Baldwin avers will be the 
Jdeath-Knell of Europe's civilization. 
The objection is only superficially 
tenable. The present state of 
urope is abnormal and has its 
‘main root in economic strain. Para- 
doxically the strain has to be fi 
‘ereased by further extension of re- 
armament until saner counsels can 
‘be heard. It is probable that the 
nations have to be brought to the 
edge of the abyss before they can 
summon the necessary will _to 
withdraw into safety. To that ad 
Mr, Baldwin has addressed himself 
‘and held out a hand of encourage- 
ment to the peaceful instinets of 
Herr Hitler. It remains to be seen 
how the gesture is met. 

















A VICEROY’S RECORD 
April 20, 

On appointment as Governor of 
Vietoria in 1895, the first Earl 
Brassey, owner ‘of that famous 
world-traveller the Sunbeam and 
son of the Thomas Brassey, rallway 
pioneer, who built the Grand ‘Trunk 
Railway of Canada, took with him 
5 alde-de-camp ‘his son-in-law 
Preeman-Thomas. Mr. Freeman- 
‘Thomas had captained Eton and 
Cambridge and played for Sussex 
at cricket and was understood to 
have political ambitions in the 
‘Liberal Party, his mother being the 
daughter of ‘Mr, Speaker Brand, 
aflerwards the first Viscount 
Hampden, the choice of title 
marking descent on the distaff side 
from John Hampden who fell at 
Chalgrove and was immortalized by 
Thomas Gray. On return from 
Australia, Mr. Freeman-Thomas 
boldly stood and was returned as 
iberal for Hastings in the 
‘Khaki” election of 1900—no mean 
achievement. His personality won 
hhim recognition in the appointment 
jas a whip in 1905, and, within 
a year, he had the satisfaction 
of seeing his Party record the 
‘greatest triumph of its career in 
the election of 1908, when he him- 









Junior Lord of the Treasury he 
continued to carn the approval of 
his leaders, and in 1910 he was 
raised to the peerage as Baron 
Willingdon of Ratton. ‘Three years 
later he was appointed Governor of 
Bombay, in succession to Lord 
‘Sydenham. His. charm of manner 
‘and liberal outlook won the con- 
fidence of the Presidency at a 
difficult time. He took an active 
part in the discussions preparatory 
to the inauguration of the Montagu- 
‘Chelmsford constitution, and, when 
his ferm at Bombay was ended, he| 
was offered -and accepted ‘the| 
Governorship of Madras where, by 
the lead which he gave in estab- 
Ushing the cabinet system of con- 
‘sultation he was outstandingly suc- 
cessful in coping with the anomalies. 
‘of the dyarchleal principle under- 
lying the new transitional constitu- 
tion. Possibilities of his appoint 
ment fo succeed Lord Chelmsford. 





Vieeroyalty. He Jeft in. 1024 amid 
general expressions of regret and 
esteem and, except for an appear~

He 
makes a firm effort to give coherency 
fo that policy at atime when the 
intricacy’ of conflicting alms Is spe- 
cially marked, Peace through col- 
fective action ean be secured only 
by the Possession of the power to 
enforce ‘Its principles. On that 
fround the Prime Minister and his 
Colleagues are putting the full weight 
of thelr influence behind the rearma- 
ment of the British forces on sea, 
fon land and in the air.

To that end the pro- 
posals made by the German ond 
French Governments are under con

plications, Although, in these vital 
days ahead, to use Mr. Baldwin's 
epithet, there is ground for anxiety, 
there fs also a solid basis of goodwill 
Jon which statesmanship should be able 
confidently to proceed.

ANNIIILATION ?

‘The country return= 
ed (o normality, albeit financial 
‘anxieties did not decrease, and, 
thanks to the remarkable grip over 
Bengal displayed by Sir John 
Anderson, for whom an extension 
of office is now being asked, politi- 
cal equilibrium returned.’ ‘The 
‘emergence of the White Paper pro- 
posals and the subsequent Joint 
Parliamentary Committee's Report 
Jed to the passing of the Govern- 
ment of India Act last year. Lord 
‘Willingdon’s history has. therefore 

(ed itself, in that just as in 
the latter portion of his Bombay 
Governorship he was occupied in 
paving the way for the Montagu 
Chelmsford regime, so in his final 
year as Viceroy’ he has been 
‘engaged in preparing India for the 
full constitution which is to be 
inaugurated next year under the 
auspices of the Marquis of Lintith~ 
gow. Lord Willingdon will be 
70 in September. ‘The strain of 
his high office has been great and 
eft its mark upon him, ag those 
close to him in the last few months 
hhave recognized. ‘It would indeed 
be astonishing if it were otherwise. 
It is diMoult to find a precedent 
for his career which has kept him 
abroad almost continuously for 23 
years as the King's representative 
in five governorships, two of them 
among the most important in the 
‘whoie of the Empire. It ever a 
man has earned the privilege of 
rest and the gratitude of his 
country, it is Lord Willingdon. He 
will assuredly be made sensible of 
that general feeling when he lands 
in his own country a fortnight 
hence. ‘The demonstrations ns he

TWO RED ATTACKS

Kunming, Yunnan, Apr. 15. 
Vigorous atfacks were made 
simultaneously on April 13 by Com- 
miunist troops on Lufeng, 35 miles 
‘west of this eily, and Lotse, about 32 
miles northwest of Kunming. After 
the arrival of Government reinforce- 
ments, the altacks were successfully 
repulsed.—Central News. 
‘Taiyuan, Apr. 15. 

The troops in Shansi have received 
an inspiring message of encourage- 
ment from Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, who 
hhas expressed his app-eciation of the 
bravery and sacrificial spirit with 
which they have checked the 
onslaughts of the Communists. The 
message pays added tribute to those 
officers and men who have been 
wounded in the campaign, and in 
general commends the services of the 
Fank and fle who have, under the 
personal direction of Gen. Yen Hsl- 
shan, dutifully saved the province 
from being over-run by the marauders. 

‘Gen. Chiang also mentions that only 
pressure of official duties prevented 
hhim personally visiting the province 
to deliver his message. With the 
message, Gen. Chiang sent a large 
‘quantity of biscuits and other eatables 
fand socks as presents to the Shansi 
troops. 

‘The provincial government has de- 
cided to award $40,000 to the family 
of Mr. Tang Keng-hsin, magistrate 
fof Heuntlen, who was kilied on April 
8 when defending the town against 
the Red invasion, Mr. Tang was 
hit by seven bullets while leading a.

ACADEMIA SINICA TO 
EXTEND WORK 


Closer Home and Foreign 
Co-ordination 


Nanking, Apr. 17. 


Plans for the current year of the 
Academia Sinica were formulated at 
‘the second annual meeting of the 
Council, held yesterday. Represent- 
ing the’ opinions of leading scholars, 
educators, and selentists from all 
parts of China, these plans embrace 
comprehensive programme for the 
closer co-ordination of academic 
research efforts among various in- 
stitutes, and for international co- 
‘operation on similar lines. Presided 
over by Dr. Tsai Yuan-pel, president 
of the Academy, the meeting was 
attended by the entire body of 33 
Jcouneillors, including authorities on, 
astronomy, meteorology, geology, 
Dhysics, ‘chemistry, engineering, 
aychology, history, philology, und 
soelal sclences, 

Following is a summary of the 
‘more important of the resolutions:— 

Scientific research in China should 
be conducted to meet the actual re- 
‘quirements of the Chinese nation and 
society, such as the phases of national 
defence and: productive enterprises, 
For its realization, it was decided 
that, in the matter of budget fixation 
‘and’ recearch procedure, all the sub- 
Jordinate institutes under the Academy 

id other independent research in- 
stitutes in China should carry on 
thelr work on this general principle, 
Another decision was that the various 
‘overnmental organs should approach, 
‘the Academy on any problems on 
which they wish to have research 
‘made, so that the Acodemy may 
compile a record of the results 
achieved, 


Research’ work in China, as well 
a3 in foreign countries, should’ be 
better co-ordinated. — It'was decided 
that Chinese embassies, legations and 
ediicational commissioners abroad 
‘every year should submit a lst of 
research problems and results con- 
ducted’ by Chinese post-graduate 
students abroad, also that the Minls- 
try of Education snd the Walehlaooa, 
should notify the Academy of any 
international academic conventions 
hold anywhere in the world, so that 
the Acudemy may decided ‘whether 
‘or not to attend the same’ or to 
furnish material to the Governme 
for reference, To botter acquaint 
the various research institutes in 
China with developments abroad, it 
was further decided to collest 
material on-the organization, history, 
Mterature, and scope of work of the 
various international research institu 
tlons, for reference 

‘All Ulbraries of the various ine 
stitutes under the Academy seattered 
in varloys parts of the country should 
be’ opened to the public, so as to 
extend reference facilities to research 
students, 

Encouragement and technical 
sistance should be extended by the 
‘Academy to the various Chinese 
firms for the manufacture of selentitis 
apparatus,

problem was concerned, the Council's 
policy had so far been successful.

GENERAL HOSPITAL’S 
HEAVY LOSS 


Average Per Patient of Over 
$2 Per Day 


‘An average loss por patient of $209 
a day was recorded by the Shanghai 
General Hospital during the year 
ending December 31, 1995, according 
to ils annual report, as compared 
‘with the average 1oss in 1934 of $1.43, 
so that it is not surprising to. find 
that there was an excess of $110,328.45, 
oxpenditure over income. The num- 






4|ber of admissions during the year 


showed a decrease, with the propor 
tion of free and third class pationts 
Ineressing uniil it formed two-thirds 
of the total patient days. ‘The provi 
sion of cheaper fst class accommod 
tion did not materially increase the 
number of such patients, which was 
not anticipated, in fact,’ due to the 
present depression. 

‘Although the number of patients 
showed a decrease over the previous 
year, the steady use of radium showed 
that’ it now takes an essential plac 
in the treatment of certain diseases, 
and it was Jent at various poricds 10 
the Paulun, St. Luke's, Lester Chinese, 
St, Marie's and Red ‘Cross.

‘The 
Paper Market was more depressed and no Improvement has come about 
for Produce commodities. Raw Silk sellers seem disinclined to meet the 


‘rices ruling on foreign’ markets.

Chinese Cotton: Notwithstanding. 
the firmness in the Indian markets 
prices for the domestic staple manl- 
fested an casior undertone, resulting 
In a net decline of about 50 cents as 
‘against standard cotton, ‘This is at- 
{ributable to no other cause than the 
heavy tenders for April delivery 
which is estimated, at the moment, 
to be over 70,000 shih tan, of which 
50,000 shih tan is sald to consist of 
‘Tientsin end Shantung rough cotton. 
There is very ltile demand from 
spinners for the rough staple grades 
‘and mill buyers show no Keenness to 
take up cotton from the exchange. 
However, the bull syndicate continues 
strong in thelr attitude by expressing 
their intention to take up at least 
0.000 shih tan in order to support 
the market, There is no doubt that 
the bulls, being well backed financial 
ly, will carry out thelr intentions and 
In’ which event it is not expected that 
prlees will dectine to any. groat ox- 
fent in the immediate future, but, 

{to thelr operations eventually prov- 
1g to, be beneficial, remains to be 
‘seen. ‘The basis in the interior marts 
continues firm and offerings are not. 
plentiful and if the Indian markets 
shuld maintain firmness such will 
make it less favourable for importa- 
tions to China and naturally prices 
for the indigenous growth will be 
upheld and may show no weakness 
before the advent of the new crop. 


‘Yarn: Some improvement was 
noticeable during the latter part of 
the week as some demand arose from 
southern ports for 10s yarn but the 
total turnover is far from satistac- 
tory. Prices on the whole declined 
about $2 a bale. It is estimated that. 
stocks in Shanghai, both in mill and 
outside warehouses, amount to about 
65,000 bales,

Influences on Trade 


Politically during 1935 there has| 
een little to disturb trade and eom- 
merce in this area and with the ox- 
ception of the communist activities 
In the West and the so-called “Au- 
tonomy Movement” in the North, 
there have been no major internal 
disturbances, ‘The depression in trade 
‘and commerce must therefore be 
very largely attributed to outside in-| 
fluences which were responsible on 
the one hand for causing the wilt 
drawal of silver and on the other 
for creating feelings of uncertainty 
particularly in the North, thereby 
fapping the confidence of’ those on 
whom depends the development of 
Yrade, commerce and industry. 

‘Though the activities of the com- 
‘munists in certain parts still neces- 
sitate the employment of large miti- 
tary forces to keep them in check, the 
energetic campaign of the Generalis- 
slmo was successful in clearing very 
Jarge areas of communist bandits and 
yestoring order. In course of time 
the methods employed by the Gov- 
emment, viz, miliary action ac~ 
eompanied with and» followed by 
definite plans for the rehabilitation 
‘and development of the areas freed 
from the menace, will if systematical 
Jy pursued slowly but surely erad!

the country.

country by which It is imposed. 

‘Sino-British Trade Council 

‘Though not started until the end 
of 105, reference must be made to] 
the inauguration of the Sino-British 
‘Trade Council. This Couneil con 
sisis of ten members—Ave Chinese 
fand five British and is primarily In- 
fended to act as a lalson Committee| 
between the British Chamber of 
Commerce-and the China Council of| 
Foreign Trade. Its objective is to 
consider matters of interest to Sino. 
British ‘Trade and devise ways and 
‘means of improving trade and suggest 
constructive measures which should 
fend to Increase trade between our 
two countries, It Is hoped that os a 
result of investigations jolntly carried 
out regults may be echieved. 

Unavoldable ‘Troubles 

In looking over  the| 
past year one is impressed by the fact} 
that notwithstanding adverse trading 
‘conditions, China's main troubles and| 
oss of revenue have been brought 
Jabout by conditions beyond her con-| 
trol for there can be no question that 
the uncertainties regarding the posi-| 
tion in the North have sapped the 
confidence of industrialists and that 
the so-called “autonomy movement” 
even though abortive, still further 
ected trade, while the unrestricted 
activities of smugglers operating from 
within the ‘Demilitarized Zone has 
Caused and {s causing loss of revenue] 
to the extent of millions of dollars 
annually. One is impressed by the 
material advance that has been 
Achieved in many lines of endeavour, 
notwithstanding the conditions just 
mentioned and were it not for the 
luncertainty ereated by the clouds in 
the North. the future could be faced 
with equanimity and confidence, but 
with conditions as they are it is im- 
Possible to regard the future with 
optimism,

Era of Expansion 


Credit terms require that the seller 
thas the nancial capacity to lend and| 
the buyer the capacity to earn ané 
the intention to repay” the amount 
Toaned. It Is, greatly to China's credit] 
that, Inzecent years, very. fow.if any, 
defaulls have occurred in_ industrial 
feontmmels and contracts for public 
uulllitles, T see no reason why  this| 
fatistactory condition should not. be| 
maintained, provided that enterprises| 
requiring equipment on credit terms| 
fre a sound economic and natural 
development of China's needs. Given 
sound management of the currency, 
‘nd_an orderly and not too hasty 
development of industry, T foresee 
‘an era of considerable expansion in| 
this country. 

The business interests of Great 
Britain are ready and willing to ald| 
China in her commercial progress in| 
‘he fulure, ax In the past. Our trad-| 
ing Interest is not a matlor of tem- 
porary expediency, but a continutty| 
fof trade, free from arlifelal resteie- 
tions and subsidies, over. oxpanding| 
and enduring through the generations|

Yemain a law unto themselves. ‘The 
Tegislation adopted by the Central 
Government 00 often results in their 
enforeing parallel legislation on their 
‘own account, and affords opporl- 
uunities for multiplying taxes, licences, 
and other restrictions to an extent 
which would make many forms of 
foreign enterprise Impossible. 

Dimculties Ahead 

‘The ‘Treaty Power Governments 
are faced, in this connection, with a 
problem of peculiar difcully. ‘They 
have no desire to embarrass the Chi- 
‘nese Government in ils effort to 
modernize its laws. On the other 
hhand, they cannot ignore the fact that 
tho application of these laws to their 
nationals, while they remain in- 
‘operative throughout the greater part 
‘of China, would have disastrous ro- 
sults to foreign interests. ‘The only 
safe principle to stand by, it seems 
to me, is that laid down in the Cham- 
[berlain Note of January, 1927:—"His 
‘Majesty's Government are prepared to, 
‘make British subjects in China Yiable 
to pay such regular and legal taxa- 
tion, not involving discrimination 

gaingt British goods, as is in fact 
imposed on, and pald by, Chinese 
cltizens throughout China.” ‘The prin= 
tiple, however, cannot be coniined to 
taxation, Tt must equally be applied 
where, as in the case of Factory Acts, 
Patent Medicine Regulations, ele. ap- 
plication to forelgn interests would 
Th effect constitute discrimination, in 
favour-of Chinese. It seems, unfor- 
tunately, to be overlooked that the 
lenforeament of ultra-modern legisla 
tion of the type now pouring out 
from Nanking requires a highly 
organized, eMfcient, and scrupulously 
honest administration, and that this 
‘cannot be brought into existence, 9 
io speak, overnight.

DISCRIMINATION AGAINST THE LSS. 


Mr. Speclman's Frank Explanation of Difficulties 
During Past Year: Nanking Laws Protested 


Full and frank explanation _was| 
made by Mr. M. Spelman, _chalr- 
man. of the’ International ' Savings' 
Soclety, at the annual general meet- 
ing on’ April 6 in the head office, 7 
Avenue Edward VII, why the pro- 
fils for the year 1935 would not be 
distributed except in part, the reason 
being the great dificulties experi- 
need by the Society in view of the 
alitude of the Chinese Government| 
Jand restrictions, passed as law, and 
press propaganda and other activi 
ties the chairman alleged had been 
Ingtigated against the Soclety's busl- 


Eightoen shareholders were pres- 
ent or represented holding | 9,365 
‘Taels shares and 9,641 Franc shares 
while Mr. S. Braley was secretary 
and Messrs, .M. Chapeaux “and E. 
‘Sigaut were scrutineers. All resolu: 
tlons presented were passed and no 
new ‘directors elected, the former 
board being all re-elected. 

‘The following is a modified transla 
tion of Mr. Speciman's review _ of| 
the . past year’s difculties -and tho 
present condition of the Society’s| 
Accounts. 

‘An agreement, said Mr. Speelman,’ 
was drawn up in English and signed 
with the Ministry of Finance on. 
‘March 14, 1929, and authorized _the| 
Society to operate throughout China 
with the protection of the Chinese 
Government, against payment of 
various taxes and stamp duties. ‘This 
agreement permitted the exlension| 
fof the field ‘of operations ‘to non 
treaty ports, where, had they kept 
fo the strict eter of the treaties 
between-France and China, it would 
have been difficult to work. A copy’ 
of this agreement was officially sent| 
by the Ministry of Finance of the 
Republic of China to the Minister 
for. France. 

‘They accordingly ‘extended | the 
setivities of different branch offices, 
‘established in Concessions and differ- 
ent treaty pors, by opening 
‘numerous agencies and sub-agencies| 
in the interior of China. 


Everything went more or less 
smoothly during the five years which 
followed, when in May 1934, while 
a Financial Conference convened in 
Nanking by the Chinese Government] 
‘and presided over by the Minister| 
of Finance was being held, a violent] 
press campaign was launched against| 
the International Savings Society. 

‘in June 1934, the Legislative Yuan, 
whieh was then drafting a new bank- 
Ing law, embodied in this law the 
two following articles:

‘This law was officially passed on 
July 4, 1934, but nearly two months 
went by before we could obtain an. 
absolutely accurate text. 


Extrality Protection 


‘This law was not applicable to the 
International Savings Society on 
‘aceount of the French nationality of 
the Society—and although the ine 
sigator of the two articles men-| 
tioned above made it clear in his| 
comments that it was aimed solely. 
‘against our Society, yet we felt our. 
selves sufficiently ‘protected by our 
extraterritorial right# and by .our| 
agreement of 1929, which was sill 
in force. 


‘Towards the end of July 1994, the 
Ministry of Finance requested " the 
‘Society to deposit with the Central 
Bank of China (the Government| 
bank), a considerable part of the| 
Investments made on account of 
Mathematical Reserve which repre: 
sents the guarantee or bonds in 
ores. ‘The Ministry. forgot then and 
Inter that even had the Society been| 
‘agreeable to comply, it had not the| 
right under French law, which alone 
is. applicable to. the Society, to 
‘abandon control of any part of the: 
reserve for which the Society is 
solely responsible towards bond-| 
hholders, and from this lack of under- 
standing, together with the desire of 
the Ministry to take over the So- 
ciety, as shown on various occasions, 
hhas arisen the impossibility to arrive 
later on at an equitable and accept 
fable agreement. 














‘Agreement Denounced 


At the end of 1934, the Ministry 
of Finance of the Republic of China

‘nese translation of the agreement, 
Jwhich translation distorted the sense 
of the English text, which alone had 
been signed by the two parties. The 
denunciation was accompanied by 
‘a claim to liquidate the Society. 

‘The French Legation, in ats oficial 
protest to the Chinese’ Government, 
did not fail to point out the ine 
Jaccuracy of the allegations made 
against the Soelely and to refute the 
felaim of the Ministry of Finance, 

"This protest did not prevent the 
Ministry’ of Finance, in February 
1935, from sending an order to 
deliver over to the said Ministry all 
the Society's assets, movable" and 
Immovable, This demand brought 
forth another energetic protest from 
the French Minister. 

‘Being a French Society, subject 
to French law only, the Chine 
Government could ' not compel 
submission to its demands, so other 
means had to be found to bring about 
the Society's downfall, if possible. 

Run” Begun In Shanghs 

On June 4, 1935, there began in 
Shanghai a run on'the offices of the 
Sociely, which spread to all other 
branches, 

‘Tho press campaign, which had not 
abated, caused a panle among the 
Donahélders, but all those who asked 
for Ioans and surrender values were 
ald without dolay, thanks to the 
devotion of tho slaft, and to the 
Brrangements made from the begin~ 
ning.

Why Interior Agencies Closed 

‘A direct attack not being possible, 
mears had to be found to handicap 
the Society through its Chinese agents, 

Tt became obvious that outside the 
Concessions, Chinese agente of the 
Society could no longer work with 
‘out incurring serious. personal risk. 
‘This could not be allowed and the 
Chinese Government faced the Society 
with a case of force majeure, com- 
pelling closure of agencies and sub- 
‘agencies in the interior which were 
In tho charge of Chinese as soon as 
the law began to operate, 

“The French Legation was kept in- 
formed, and the Society closed these 
fageneies and sub-agencles on June 
80, sinaintaining only those, branch 
managed by forolgners, to which 
branches bondholders inthe interior 
had thus directly to address. them- 
selves, 

‘The Sociely is accused of having 
thus harmed bondholders by depriv-

He reiterated Britain's position concerning the Italo-Ethiopian 
conflict, stressed the need for increased British armaments, con- 
tradicted rumours of his impending retirement and castigated 


Italy for her use of poison gas in 


East Atrica, 


Mr. Baldwin declared that another war would mean that the 
end of civilization in Europe would be made more certain if poison 
gases were used, and said in his opinion, when such a new con- 
flict ended, the “peoples of every country, torn with passion, suf~ 
fering and harror, will destroy every government in Europe and 
we will have a state of anarchy as a protest against the wickedness 


of those in high places.” 

“When I retire dt will be at my 
‘own time,” he declared amid. thun- 
derous applause, adding that he could 
count on the fingers of one hand the 
ames of the people outside an in- 
sane asylum who would like to take 
his. job, 


Referring to the international 
situation, he declared that a com- 
bination of two events of first im- 
portance during the last few years, 
namely, the roarming of Germany 
and atiempis to put into play the 
Covenant of the League of Nations, 
had made it perfectly plain that an 
anerease in certain armaments in 
Great Britain was absolutely neces- 
sary. 


“It Great Britain," he con- 
Uinued, “Is to play her’ part and ful- 
AL her obligations under the League 
and maintain ‘her position in the 
world, this step must be taken. At 
the last general election, the Govern- 
ment received a mandate to proceed 
with the task of rearmhament.” 


Imperfections of the League 


Ht was felt at the close of the 
Great War that he Imposition of 
sanctions in order to bring an ag- 
fressor instantly to book by world 
prossure would be an easy matter, 
‘The League as it existed to-day, 
however, was not the League that 
‘was envisaged when it was created. 
At least three great Powers were not 
in the Lengue-the United States 
Germany and Japan—and_ thelr 
absence made the imposition of sane- 
tions of less force. 


“The League,” he went on, “has 
eon unable to'prevent war between 
Maly and Abyssinia, Tt is true that 
it took preseribed collective steps in 
declaring Italy the aggressor and in 
imposing cortain sanctions. But, 
there docs not seem yet to be effec- 
tive machinery for stopping war it 
‘one of the parties is determined to 
go on with the war, and not submit 
differences in a dispute.to discussion 
tnd arbitration. 

“In the second place, sanctions are 
slow in thelr action. Again, sanc- 
tions lose a great deal of their force 
unless they ean be supported by the 
ulumate  eanctions—by ‘blockade 
‘or by force. It is diMeult to see, 
however, how, in the existing mem- 
ership ‘of the League, a blockade 
‘would be agreed to by ‘the members 
forming the League. 

‘phere is a tendency in regard to 
League action to single out indivi- 
duals for elther praise or ‘blame in- 
slead of regarding the record of the 
League as the result of a collective 
effort, 1 notice in the Ttalinn press 
that our Foreign Secretary, ‘Mr. An- 
thony Eden, is being attacked with 
Jack of restraint, which we must re- 
‘gre, for what’ is regarded as an 
fanticItallan polley. 

“There are two misconceptions 
underlying this attack which T wish 
to remove. 

British Polley Defined 

“pirst, I wish fo make it clear be~ 

yond all doubt that the policy which 
the Foreign Secretary is conducting 
in this maler is not his own personal 
policy, but the considered policy of 
the whole British Government, and, 
T'would like to add that it is a policy 
which I am convinced is supported 
by_an overwhelming majority of the 
British. people. 
‘Secondly, it Is not an anti-ttalian 
poliey. Its ‘motive is not the defeat 
for humiliation of Haly, but support 
for the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, We want the Covenant to 
become the law of the world. “That 
being our objective, we were bound 
to give our whole support to the 
League when the Covenant was 
broken. 

“That is our only motive in the 
matter and it Is a motive which “I! 




















believe is fully understood by the 
rest of the world. If Italy thinks 
that the object of our policy is to 
bring about her defeat or humiliation, 
that is a profound mistake on her 
part,” 

Collective Security 

Referring to collective security, he 
declared: 

“We are working for it and shall 
work for it, We have not yet 
achieved it and we may have some 
way to go before we shall get it. 

"Collective security will never 
work unless sil nations who take 
part In it are prepared simultaneous 
ly to threaten an aggressor with 
military sanctions and fight if neces- 
‘sary, Which means that all nations, 
which paitieipate in collective secur 
ty must be ready. 

‘Turning to the use, of poison gas 
lin East Africa, Mr. Baldwin stated: 

‘There are allegations of breaches 
of the rules of war on both sides and 
fn impartial investigation will be 
made at Geneva, However, it the 
‘allegations ‘of the use of poison gas 
prove true—and we have every 
Feason to believe that it is so— 
the peril to the world is great. 

“If a great European nation, dese 
pite having given her signature to 
‘2 protocol against the use of such 
iases, employs them in Africa, what 
guarantee have we that they’ may 
not be used in Europe? Europe, with 
lis ellies more densely populated 
than Ethlopia, would suffer far more. 

“Another war will mean that the

How to Strengthen Le 

Continuing, Mr. Baldwin stated 
that, in their offorts to preserve 
peace, they must see in what the 
League of Nation. was Jacking; how 
It could be strengthened; how collec- 
tive security could be obtained, and 
what guarantees they could get in 
Europe that poison gases would not 
be used, 

But, what chance have we? I will 
not say that the omens are wholly 
unfavourable, ‘The sky is dark in 
many quarters, but we have proposals 
before us from both the French and 
German Governments, to which we 
fare giving our most serious attention. 

"It is the first time that similar 
proposals have come simultaneously 
from these two European Powers, 
‘and who are more fitted to investi- 
gate this question and try and bring 
{these countries together than we? 

“1 have sald in my time hard 
things about dictators because T 
believe that, in the Iong run, dietator- 
ship might well bring more perils 
in its (rain in the future than those 
perils it removes. 

“Herr Hitler, the dictator in Ger- 
many, has it in his power to-day 
from his position to do more at this 
moment to lift the black shadow: 
which is hanging over Europe than 
ony other man living in Europe. He 
has it in his power and God grant 
that he may have the will. If he is 
willing, nothing that Great Britain 
can do will be left undone. 

“I ain convinced that Herr Hitler 
has the will. ‘There are no people| 
in Europe but what would” co-_ 
‘operate with him for their hearts 
fave set on peace, and they look on. 
war with horror.

meeting held by the League Council 
at 10.30 o'clock this morning. 

‘Mr. Eden concluded his speech by 
stating that aggression could not pay. 

Colonel Joseph Beck, the Polish 
Foreign Minister, declared that the 
Polish Government was prepared to 
collaborate in seeking a solution 
which would protect the Covenant 
‘and future interest of the League. 

‘A protest against the failure of the 
League of Nations to “give that as- 
sistance which Abyssinia as a vie~ 
tim of unjustified aggression was en- 
titled to expeot,” and an appeal for 
the full application of Article XVI 
of the Covenant, which provides for 
sanctions, was made by M. Woulde 
‘Mariam, ‘the Ethioplan delegate at 
this meeting. 

‘Mf. Mariam made his appeal fol- 
lowing a speech by Baron Aloisi, the 
chief Italian delegate, in which he 
(Aloisi). blamed Ethiopia for the 
failure of conciliation efforts, denied 
‘that the Committee of Thirteen was 
competent to enquire into the alleged 
tuse of polson gas in East Africa and 
declared that Italy could not cease 
‘hostilities until peace preliminaries 
‘were concluded and the security of 
her forces assured, 

Never before had any government 
shown such good-will towards the 
League as that of Italy, declared 
Baron Aloisé. “Italy had never re- 
fused to take. part in discussions 
under the aegis of the League, but

PRIMROSE DAY

Fitly-five years ago to-day one 
of Britain's gigantic political figures 
died. Disraeli, the Earl of 
Beaconsfield, affer a short illness 
‘ended a life’ rich with achievement

‘That 
was a statement of what the man's 
Imbitions were and. of his. deter~ 
mination, to carry. them through. 
Fe did, ‘The time came when “The 
Jew" despite all the carly mani- 
festations of dislike, won through 
to the popularity of achievement. 
He set out to serve England, with) 
‘an Englishness of purpose to be 
found so often in the almost, for- 
fign servants of England. ‘But one 











claim to remembrance rests not 
only on the breadth of his views, 
his deep insight, his long foresight, 
but even more on the courage 
which allowed him to declare 
opinions supplied from those quali- 
tles when there was no visible 
likelihood. of their justification by| 
experience, and, therefore, when 
their natural fate was to be 
slighted.

‘great Conservative organization was 
founded with the title of the 
Primrose League, and in Perlia~ 
ment Square Disraeli’s statue is 
‘even now visited on this day by 
the faithful come to decorate it 
with “his favourite flower.” 

Some years after Disraell’s death 
Lord Eustace Cecil was accosted, at 
the Carlton Club by Dr. Bell. “Do 
you vemember,” Bell asked him, 
“tho conversations we used to have 
here in the library, when we 
‘were indignant with ‘our leaders 
and called them the “Jew and tl 
Jockey?” And now this very 
morning when I was passing up 
by Westminster I saw the statue 
of Mr, Disraeli all covered with 
flowers. ‘What! ‘They have 
canonized him as a saint” As a 
saint? continues the recorder of 
this incident, No Disraeli was far 
from being a saint. But, perhaps 
‘as some old Spirit ‘of Spring, ever 
vanquished and ever alive, and as 
a symbol of what can be accom- 
plished, in a cold and hostile

What manner of man was this, 
who despite his Christianity was. 
never allowed to forget for a 
moment that in the eyes of those 
who hated him he was still a Jew?

Imitations of valuable old things| 
may be divided into two classes:— 
rst, replicas or copies of old master- 
ppleces and secondly, fakes which are 
Made for the purpose of deceiving 
the buyer. 

Comparatively Cheap Repltens 

‘Speaking of replicas, we may say 
that during the Sung Dynasty a very 
large number of copies were made 
fof Chou and Han bronzes, Many of 
these copies aro still in existence 
nd maybe bought at a compara 
ively cheap price, ‘They are most- 
ly black in colour and much inferior 
in style and appearance to the earlier 























leces. 
Many of the best poreclains of the 
Kanghsi ‘and Yung ' Cheng periods: 
were reproduced during the _times| 
of the Emperors Chia Ching and 
‘Tao Kwang, and while these repro- 
Guetions fall considerably below the 
Standard of the originals, they are 
suMelently good to deceive anyone 
who has not made a special study 
of these things. 
Tt is among the paintings, however, 
where replicas are mostly 0 be 
found, and practically all well-known 
fnaintings have been copied times 
without number by other artists, who 
‘wished to study the work of old 
masters and who had no idea or in« 
Yention of deceiving the public. As 
{ime has passed, however, unscrup 
‘ous persons have tried {o sell these| 
copies as originals, and I know of 
‘more than one colicelion which con- 
aine nothing but specimens of this 
ature, and which” brought great 
Sorrow to the collectors when at 
last the truth was foreed upon them | 
that their supposedly precious things 
were worth but a mere fraction of 
the value they had put upon them.

This 
particular fraud is especially dimeult 
To'deteet as the expert. in porcelain 
is largely guided by the discult of 
the vase and If this is right, he is 
mulch Influenced in his judgment as 
to whether the plece is. genuine or 
hot. Pelping -has long been noted 
{for its Imitations, of Ming and Ching 
porcelains, though some very fine 
pleces are now made by the famous 
factories at Kingtehehen in Kiangse. 
‘The Japanese also make some very 

jever imitations of rare porcelains 
fund some of their work is very dif- 
fieult to detect, In northern-ifonan 
‘here are several factories for the 
making of the famous Tsichow ware, 
While at Yuchow, south of the Yellow 
River, there are produced some very 
fair imitations of the beautiful Sung 
Chun ware, same pieces even having 
the much prized colour blotches. 

Dimeult to Detect 


It le extremely dimeult even for 
the experts to detect some of the 
imitations of the Kanghsi and other 
valuable porcelains, and there 
little of no ehance ‘of coming acros 
them by aceldent in spite of the 
many stories one hears of the re- 
markable finds In old and musty 
curio shops or in the houses of the 
fonee prosperous gentry, Under 
very exceptional conditions or with- 
Out the help of expert advice, thero- 
fore, it is very foolish for anyone to 
buy’ porcelains unless he wishes to 
iol them solely for decorative ‘pure 
poses. 

“It is safe {o say that practically alt 
paintings offered to foreigners are 
toples. The few genuine pieces 
‘which’ from time to time come on 
the market are recognized and it is 
useless for anyone except an expert 
to try and get anything that is of 
any. value, unless he wishes to pay 
a high price for it, 

Bronzes are cquaily dangerous to 
touch, specially if they have gilt 
ornamentations, In Welhsion (Shan- 
tung), Slanfw’ and Nanking these 
things are made, To anyone who 
has had some experience it 1s not as 
fa rule diMeult to recognize the ord- 
{nary imitations, which do not show 
the clearness of design of the enue 
ine pleees and also. have a alekly 
unkempt look about them which 
betrays thelr recent origin, 

















‘Testing in Water Bath 
Patina has always proved a dim- 

makers of tmitation 
bromzes, and one way to test It is to 
put the plece in water, where the 
Talse. article os a rule, is, casily 
washed off, Certain kind, however, 
ety the action of water and the 
teal dieully comes when the patina 
is taxon from old and broken pieces 
‘and put on the new ones. 

"The willingness of collectors to pay 
high priees for bronzes that have 
tunusual shapes or designs has led to 
fan ingenious fraud In the making of 
What is known as Ssa Pu Hsiang, 
br, "Unlike the four Kinds." ‘These 
fare built up from various’ parts of 
old bronzes” pieced together into 
trange and fantastic shapes, so as to 
make them appear unique and there 
fore very valuable, 

‘Some are very cleverly designed, 
but others are so fantastic that they: 
do not deceive anyone who has tad 
experience, Some times the fraud 
fan be detected by an examination 
fof the design on the article In ques- 
tion, for in thelr eagerness to pro- 
duce something striking and original, 
the makers often do not take enouj 
fare to seo that. the various parts 
harmonize and are representative of 
the Period to which the article is, 
supposed to belong. 

‘Mixing Two Perlod Styles 


‘An example of this mistaken 
cleverness was shown a few years 
ago when a number of fine looking 
bronze micrors, purporting to be of 
the Chin Dynasty were made in 
Laoyang and secretly put on the 
market. Unfortunately while most 
of the design was of the Chin style, 
the inner circle round the knob or

and which at once proved that the

‘A ype of fraud often dieult to 


dolect 1s when characters are carved |

fare genuine, but the characters are 
fof vecent date, Many of the famous 
‘oracle bones from Anyang in north- 
em-Honan are treated in. this man- 
ner in order to make them appear 
‘more ‘valuable than they really are. 

‘The fear of buying fakes often has 
a harmful effect upon the curio 
market and this is specially so in 
the ease of ely mortuary fgures,

Yo miss great opportunity. 

‘the ‘Arst stage in the game is to| 
inform the vietim that a valuable! 
curio is for sale and ean be got com-| 
paratively ckeaply, but great secrecy 
Must be observed or the deal will 
{fall through. Various reasons are 
‘given for this, sometimes it Is sald 
that the owner Is a Manchu prince! 
‘or-a very high offal who is in need 
fof money, but who does not wish it 
to be known that he is selling his 
curious, Anothér time they will tell 
the tale of a young son or nephew 
of a congubine who has stolen the! 
thing In question, while a common’ 
‘excuse Is that the owner or a certain 
member of kis family isa drug od 
diet and must have money to satisfy 
his cravings, 

‘We also hear about some general 
who desecrated a tomb or who rob-| 
{Bed a palace or museum and who 
will ‘not sell the article in question 
Yo anyone but a forelgner, as he is 
afraid of his secret being revealed.

Tt, of course, seems a very good 
lopportunity of getting some good 
things cheap, as a loan made on s.ch 
things Is never more than a mere 
fraction of what they are really 
worth. ‘The perspective buyer is then 
taken to the pawnshop or wherever 
the things are stored and is given an 
‘opportunity to buy them. ‘The whole 
‘affair ig nothing more than a plot to 
Jdefraud the intending purchaser as| 
the goods are not genuine and he is 
fortunate indeed if he does not buy 
them. 

‘There are many other methods vy 
Jwhich the unwary may be persuaded 
{to part with their money, and when 
buying curios It must be Femembered 
that with the exception of a few ree~ 
‘ognized dealers whose word can be 
relied upon, the majority of those in 
the profession have most persuasive 
tongues and could teach even Ananias 
much about the gentle art of lying. 
in fact, it would seem as if in their 
Jorder merit can be acquired by the 
evasion of the truth, and even if they 
jare taxed with misrepresentation, 
‘they do not seem at all concerned. 

‘The only word of warning that can 
be given to perspective buyers is that 
fArst-class articles cannot be got 
Jcheaply, and that, almost without 
lexception, any get-rich-qulek proposi- 
tions which may be brought forward 
Jare only intended to deceive those 
]who are foolish enough to'believe ‘n 
them. If things are to be bought, it 
is much better to get them from 
[dealers of established reputations. 

T will end by tolling the story of 
young foreigner who went to Pelping 
[some years ago and purchased for 3 
very large sum of money what he 
[believed was one of the finest bronze 
Jvessels in the world. Though he 
spoke to one or two of his friends

‘this is a very remarkable, book, 
whieh brings out very clearly the 
elation between the practice of 
wwater-control in China and the poli- 
tical development of the country. 
Dr. Chi has ulllized the results of 
the “higher eritlelsm" as applied to 
the Chinese classics together with 
the records of conservancy work in 
the ‘dynastic histories and local 
gnrotteers lo show how: the various 
Bovernments were tied to certain 
Productive areas, commencing with 
the loess Innds of the Yellow River 
valley and proceeding to the marshes 
fof the Yangtze valley, the Szechuen 
Red Basin and the ‘Canton delta. 
‘The role played by the Grand Canal 
fas a means of providing tribute 
rain from Key areas to the eapitals 
fs clearly indicated. 

Many of the old records, eg. the 
complainis as to flooding due to 
eemalure reclamation of the Tai 
Hu and the obstructions to the Yel- 
low River due to projecting dykes, 
show the oge-long struggle between 
the greed for land and the technical 
demands for conservation of flood 
basins and navigable channels, which 
‘Uill continues. Sad to say, the greed 
for land has nearly always won, 
Ieading sooner or later to unneces- 
sarily disastrous Moods or droughts. 

Dr, Chi has adopted an entirely 
modern view of pre-Han history 
Which" may. prove hard reading to 
the orthodox Chinese scholar and 
fo those oceldental enthusiasts who 
ave. believed that Yao, Shun and 
Yo wore rulers of a united China 
In the 3rd millennium B.C., and that 
Yi was a miracle worker of the frat 
order. 


Rivers and Lakes 


‘The book is well iMlustrated but 
would be better for the inclusion of 
a physical map of China and some 
sketch maps showing the very 
humerous places which are roferred 
to in the text, It would also be of 
Interest to have more matter con- 
cerning the reclamation of the great 
ake (he Tung Ting) which gives its 
name to Hupet and Hunan and doubt 
Test extended in Han times, almost 
all the way from Sha-si to Yu-ehow. 
The dreadful disturbance to the 
drainage of the Yellow and Hwal 
Rivers. which was caused by the 
construction of the Grand Canal 
might also have been touched upon. 
‘These aré however technical rather 
than historical matters which the 
‘author may well be excused for do- 
ferring to” the subsequent detailed 
sludies which he recommends.

uthor makes Is how the (yrannical 
fvlere who coorced millions of serfs 
nto building. river” works which 
were Intended mainly for selfish pur= 





poses (eg. grain tributes) actually 
Proved benefactors to subsequent 
generations by the irrigation | and 
havigation facilities which these 
works provided. 

‘At the end of the book the author 
pessimistlcally remarks ~n the réle 
fof the ‘Treaty ports as political 
centres made so. by their foreign 
Contacts and displacing the old agri- 
cultural Key-areas. There is perhaps 
me. confusion of thought here. 
Civil war has probably been @ more 
disturbing factor. The people's ~wel- 
fare will always be connected with 
the proper development of the Key- 
areas which Dr. Chi has emphasized. 
‘Although the influx and efflux of for- 
‘eign trade will necessarily proceed 
through the places which are sulted 
to ocean shipping the supply of 
Chinese goods for sale abroad and 
the demand for foreign goods must 
‘occur prineipally within these same 
Key-areas.

THIS AND THAT ABOUT FOOD

‘London, Mar. 22. 

Do you have brimstone butterflies in 
China, those brave hardy fellows 
who are always the first to come 
fand the last to leave us? I saw one 
in the garden to-day; and therewith 
‘one felt that this particularly long 
winter of our discontent was over 
at last. ‘There is always one day 
when spring seems definitely to have 
arrived, when all growing things 
appear to make a sudden leap for- 
ward; and the ‘brimstone is the sign 
of it I should like to put out 
faucers of syrup for him, though T 
fear that what all butterflies much 
prefer isa bit of decomposed meat. 
Tt soems an ignoble taste for such 
beautiful things. 

“Another event of the day may be 
mentioned. How many even of 
“those who profess and call them- 
selves Christians" could say what 
“Mothering Sunday” is or why from 
very ancient times it has been the 
ame for the middle Sunday in 
Lent? 

‘On that day all sons and daughters 
working away from thelr homes 
fried to get back to see their par- 
ents. Hence the old phrase to “go 

‘mothering” and the name given to 
this particular Sunday. It was a, 
Lime of general merry-making. too, 
the Church indulgentiy considering | 
that human nature needed some tet 
up from the mortifications of Lent 
if it was to endure theth properly 
for the rest of the season.

‘An interesting literary anniversary 
folls at the end of this month when 
it will be 100 years since the publi- 
cation of the first monthly number 
of the “Pickwick Papers,” the most 
Widely printed book in the English 
Tanguage except the Bible, Prayer 
Book and Shakespeare. One won- 
ders. whether any serial nowadays 
could arouse the enormous excite. 
ment and expectation with which 
‘ach installment of “The Posthumous 
Papers of the Pickwick Club" to 
‘quote the title first used by Dickens 
Was awaited, But there is too much 
to read nowadays and people are too 
Impatient to tackle a serial; though 
T-knew a man some years ago who 
maintained 2 wife and children and 
‘charming house at Newbury on 
Serials which he wrote for weekly 
and girls, He al- 
Ways had half-2-dozen going at once, 
made thom up as he went along, 
fand had to keep a careful list of his 
characters for fear of resurrecting 
‘one whom he had killed some weeks 
before, But he did not call his 
stories literature and 1 fear that 
the nation will never celebrate his 
centenary. 
A Man's Writer 
Dickens has never been as popular 
with women as with men, and even 
the-latier can eriticize "him and 
skip": In his books in. a manner 
that would once have been deemed 
heresy. No one now can endure his 
“stained-glass window" heroines—

Dickens in drawing them was writ- 
ing to an Early Victorian convention, 
which his inmost soul must have 
known had no counterpart in reality. 

‘Some would say that he never 
drew a read person, that they were 
‘ll caricatures. But what no one ean 
deny is that (excepting those stuily 
heroines) every one of Dickens’ 
Characters is so startlingly alive 
that we seem to sec them as we read, 
‘and they are all as different from 
fone another as Shakespea 

Tt is interesting that the French, 
‘whose’ artistic Judgment mo one 
gainsays, regard Dickens with un- 
Bounded admiration, He is in fact 
almost the only foreign novelist 
whom they think worthy of atten 
tion. ‘They also are enthusiastic 
‘about Byron, whom nobody in Eng- 
land ever reads now. 

But perhaps Byron will presently 
become fashionable again, Only a 
few days ago a Russian was telling 
him ‘how highly he is esteemed in 
Russia, and of course anything that 
goes in Russia sets our intellectuals 
simply dithering. 

Meals of Moonbeams 


‘A Byronie revival would be un 
fortunate in one way now, just 
when “curves”, begin to get the 
upper hand again of slimming. 
For all indispensable part of By- 
ronism is that “young females 
should subsist entirely upon moon 
beams, I remember an old lady tell- 
ng me that when on her honeymoon, 
the train stopping at Banbury, she 
horrifled her husband, who was’ very 
Byronlan, by making him buy her a 
Banbury cake. He had to get out 
fon the platform and stand with his 
Back fo the carriage while she ate It. 

‘Apart from the commonplace 
dangers of starving in pursult of 
fashion, I gee that scientists have 
discovered that the average woman 
does not get nearly enough iron in 
her diet, ‘Consequently she is more 
prone to anamia thin men, the 
principal reason being that men eat 
more meat than women, On tho 
other hand, if women do’ not care 
for meat, they could still get what 
Nature needs from eggs, fish and 
cereals, all of which are’ richer in 
fron, we are told, than meat. But 
the ‘real explanation of women's 
‘undernourishment is that they order 

‘to please men. Lett to them- 
they cannot be bothered, 
Which must be an unconscious in 
heritanee from the countless ages in 
‘which women have had to do all the 
cooking. Antipathy to anything Like 
fan ordered repast, unless for ‘some 
imperious overlord who cannot be 
denied, is ingrained in them. 

‘Apropos of food, the students of 
the London School of Economies, 
Uke the undergraduates of Pembroke 
College, Oxford, have been on strike 
‘against’ the meats at thelr refeetory. 
But the Oxford men merely stayed 
‘away from hall one night and then 
‘eame to terms with thelr dons. ‘The 
London students have done the thing 
much more thoroughly to judge by 
8 notice published by the School 
authorities, which forbids intimida- 
tion, or picketing or advertising a 
boycott of the refectory, under pain 
of the “severest diseipiinary action." 
‘The students’ have their own Union, 
Uke boller-makers or paperhangers, 
whieh will deelde what the strikers 
are to do, 

Te might be mentioned that the 
London School of Economics has 
Yong had the reputation of being a 
most Bolshevist institution, Its Com~ 
munist chickens seem to be coming 
home to roost, though perhaps not 
fon the refectory tables. 

An Infant Prima Donna 

‘What constitutes a prodigy? ‘The 
question arises with the arrival in 
London of little Miss Tatiana An- 
ielini, aged 12, daughter of a Swo- 
dish professor of music, and already 
hhalled asa prima donna. She has 
been singing, it is stated, since she 
was three, has seen “Alda” 27 times, 
speaks five languages, can sing in 
seven, and writes plays and poems. 
But her manager insists that she ‘is 
not a prodigy, but merely a child 
with a very lovely voice.” 

‘When she came. to sing at the 
Queen's Hall, “however, the crities 
were not enthusiastic. ‘they praised 
her knowledge of stock operas, but, 
says the “Daily Telegraph,” nover 
unnecessarily severe, “the effect of 
the infant organ is’ at present not 
more than that of a worn gramophone 
record.” One docs not see how it 
can be anything else. A child of 12 
may play the piano’ or violin with 
the technical command of a grown 
up, Even thus itis a. mechanial 
performance. ‘To plagiarize from a 
familiar picture, the’ Soul is not 
awakened. In a child singer the 
body is not formed. Prodigy or no 
prodigy, Tatiana must be running 
considerable danger of ruining her 
voice by using it at her age on.
